In the early years of hearing aid sales, competent dealers 
were a scarcity. Few had sufficient knowledge to properly fit 
the early instruments, crude as they were. Lacking knowledge 
of their business and the versatility of modern day aids, many 
of these early salesmen resorted to what are today termed un- 
ethical practices in order to place their wares on the heads of 
a skeptical public. 


As the vacuum tube developed and then the transistor was 
introduced, the whole field of hearing aid electronics advanced 
to the point that today a competent hearing aid dealer can fit 
an instrument to the specific need of his customer. Determin- 
ing that need and making the specific fitting, and doing so 
without resorting to trickery, subterfuge, or misleading adver- 
tising is the function of the hearing aid dealer today. 


But, an industry that has progressed through such steps 
is not easily purged of incompetent or unethical persons. Be- 
cause of this, the person who needs a hearing aid is often con- 
fused, misled and alienated from the entire industry and from 
the benefits that he or she might enjoy. 


In 1951 a small group of hearing aid dealers, aware of 
their responsibility to the public, resolved to do something to 
improve conditions in the hearing aid industry. 


They realized that hearing aid audiology must take the 
same paths followed by the professions if it were to effectively 
serve the hard of hearing person.

BOUT 5 PER CENT of preschool 
A children have significant hear- 
ing loss, and the deafness is total or 
subtotal in some 1 to 3 in 1000. Opti- 
mistic diagnosticians play a waiting 
game, hopefully reassuring the par- 
ents that the child will outgrow his 
deafness. Unfortunately the reverse 
may be true, as the situation may 
not improve, and may even worsen. 


The deaf infant usually goes 
through the babbling stage more or 
less like the nomal infant, but if he 
lacks sufficient hearing to attach im- 
portance and meaning to ordinary 
sounds, he soon loses the desire to 
make any kind of noise, and never 
approaches the stage of imitative 
speech. If he does use his voice, it 
is flat and perhaps unnecessarily 
loud. About three quarters of the 
children with moderate to severe 
hearing loss have no naturally ac- 
quired speech whatever. Those who 
speak have a limited vocabulary, 
which they use imperfectly, trans- 
posing or omitting consonants. 
Straining to hear and lip-read at the 
same time may prove to be too much, 
and they lapse into an attitude of 
inattention and listlessness, which is 
mistaken for disobedience, stupidity 
or mental retardation. They prefer 
to play alone because they develop 
feelings of suspicion and insecurity. 
Hyperactive by day because of trying 
to keep in touch with their environ-

ment, they are terrified at night be- 
cause of a feeling of isolation. When 
they play with other children, they 
are accounted dull. Their inferiority 
complex often takes the form of ag- 
gressiveness and delinquency. Liv- 
ing in a void, these children become 
frustrated and may present serious 
behavior problems. 

Partial deafness may lead to con- 
version hysteria, simulating total 
deafness, largely because imperfect 
hearing loses its value for speech. 
Discrimination of sounds cannot be 
learned when the child reaches school 
age. If he is given a hearing aid at 
this time it is far from a boon to him. 
The sudden rush of sound is unwel- 
come, unmeaningful and confusing. 
Although lip reading can be a useful 
adjunct to heard speech, the deaf 
child ignorant of speech may not 
learn to supplement lip reading with 
sound. When emotional disturbance 
camouflages intelligence, the child 
may be sent to a mental institution 
for life, or at best be segregated in a 
special school, where he is not likely 
to progress socially or mentally as he 
would in a normal environment. 

An average loss of less than 30 
decibels rarely compromises normal 


development, even though whispers 
and watch ticks are missed, but a 
greater loss may make it difficult to 
learn speech and to keep abreast of 
schoolmates and playmates of the 
same age. If the loss is over 60 db. 
speech is not learned spontaneously, 
and with a loss of over 80 db. the 
child hears loud sounds only. 
Hearing should be tested early 
Parents generally suspect deafness 
before the first birthday and nearly 
always before the second, but many 
physicians hesitate to commit them- 
selves until a definite diagnosis can 
be made. There are even cases in 
which meningitis has not alerted 
physicians to the need to evaluate 
the patient’s hearing. Yet the startle 
reflex, or its absence, is an important 
diagnostic clue at 6 months, or even 
at 1 month. At 7 or 8 months the nor- 
mal infant tries to localize sound, 
a month or two later he localizes it 
well. Any infant not showing this 
normal development urgently  re- 
quires further study in order -to rule 
out mental deficiency, brain injury 
and autism. If possible he should 
have a work-up by a pediatrician, an 
otologist, a psychologist and, finally, 
anaudiologist. Hearing tests at 
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this early stage should avoid any- 
thing unpleasant or frightening. 
Gentleness and emphasis on the play 
element help win the patient’s con- 
fidence and cooperation. He is stud- 
ied in a quiet room with music from 
a loud speaker, the volume being 
increased gradually until .a reaction 
is noted. A graduated voice test may 
also be used. Pure tone audiometry 
is the next step, repeated on several 
occasions and at several frequencies, 
although a single frequency (4000 
cycles per second, for example) may 
give adequate results. If the child 
can be easily induced to wear a head 
set, hearing in both ears can be 
assessed. Infants approaching their 
second birthday can be taught to 
make a game of the test, as by putting 
a block in a box or a peg in a hole, by 
localizing a drum beat, or by press- 
ing a button to illuminate a picture. 

In brain injury with aphasia, the 
response may be best if the sound 
is soft and unfamiliar. The autistic 
child may not respond at all unless 
he makes his own noise, which may 
call for some ingenuity on the part 
of the tester. The reactivity of the re- 
tarded child depends upon his men- 
tal age, which may vitiate results. 

The psychogalvanic skin test is 
sometimes applied in infancy, but it 
is better postponed because it is less 
accurate in the very young, and car- 
ries the risk of psychologic trauma. 

Psychogenic or simulated hearing 
loss, occasionally found in _ older 
children, may seriously affect test 
results. An 11 year old girl, for ex- 
ample, had been terrified at the age 
of 3 by her father, who, unsettled by 
his war experiences, was in the habit 
of screaming and brandishing knives 
in the middle of the night. Depending 
on the test and the occasion, she 
registered hearing loss of from 2 to 
85 db. Given a hearing aid without 
a battery, she could hear a whisper 
at 20 feet. 

It is sometimes difficult to distin- 
guish between malingering and con- 
version hysteria, but malingering is 
rare in young children. Deliberate 
errors are detected in multiple tests. 
The culprit’s face can be saved if he 
is told that he has failed to under- 
stand directions, or that his hearing 
is (fortunately) improving. 

Some types of deafness 

Otitis media. A large proportion of 
deafness is conductive; about half of 
this is caused by otitis media. When 
infection cannot be promptly con- 
trolled by antibiotics, myringotomy 
may be necessary, and in some recur- 
rent cases it is advisable to pass a 
polyethylene tube through the ear 
drum to maintain drainage. Defects 
in the chain of the auditory ossicles, 
which may be either congenital or 
infectious in origin, often lend them- 
selves to plastic repair. Otitis media 
may also be precipitated and pro-

longed by excessive lymphoid tissue 
(remediable by surgery), or may be 
due to allergy, which may respond to 
antihistaminics.” Hearing loss in oti- 
tis usually manifests itself first in the 
high frequencies. 

Otosclerosis. Although otosclero- 
sis does not usually develop before 
late childhood, it has been observed 
in infancy, and even in a 7 month 
fetus at autopsy. The condition is 
hereditary and is caused, at least in 
some cases, by what appears to be a 
recessive gene with incomplete pene- 
trance. Hearing can often be restored 
by fenestration or surgical mobiliza- 
tion of the base of the stapes. 

Other causes. Congenital atresia 
or other anomalies of the auditory 
canal, birth trauma, and obstruction 
by cerumen or a foreign body, are 
other causes of conduction deafness. 

Congenital nerve deafness. Mater- 
nal rubella in the first trimester 
sometimes produces deafness in the 
child. Toxemia of pregnancy, threat- 
ened abortion, and prematurity also 
account for a considerable number 
of cases. Rarer causes include con- 
genital defects of the brain, acoustic 
nerve and organ of Corti. 

The Waardenburg syndrome. A 
curious syndrome was described by 
P. J. Waardenburg (The Netherlands)

in 1950. It is characterized by 6 
traits: (1) dystopia of the inner 
canthi and lacrimal points; (2) hy- 
perplasia of the root of the nose; 
(3) hypertrichosis of the medial eye- 
brows; (4)  heterochromia iridis; 
(5) unilateral or bilateral deafness; 
and (6) a white forelock. The traits 
are under the control of a dominant 
autosomal gene whose penetrance de- 
creases in the same order as the 
traits are listed. In one family stud- 
ied, heterochromia first appeared in 
the third generation and deafness in 
the fourth. In a British kindred, the 
great-great-grandmother had traits 2 
and 3 only, the great-grandmother 
had all traits except deafness, the 
grandmother had traits 2 and 6, the 
mother was deaf in one ear, and 
the complete syndrome was found in 
the proband. The organ of Corti and 
the vestibular membrane were ab- 
sent. A number of affected families, 
both white and colored, have re- 
cently been studied in Philadelphia. 
Most affected individuals had either 
blue eyes or heterochromia iridis. In 
this connection it is interesting to 
note that Ankara cats with hetero- 
chromia and white fur are uniformly 
deaf, and white cats with blue eyes 
are commonly deaf. True albinism, 
whether it occurs in cats or humans, 
is a recessive trait and is not ordi- 
narily accompanied by deafness. 

Other congenital anomalies. Reti- 
nitis pigmentosa is often found in 
combination with deafness and 
ataxia, and less frequently with men- 
tal deficiency or schizophrenia. The 
responsible gene is autosomal and 
recessive, with complete penetrance. 

A hereditary renal disease has 
been associated with deafness. In one 
family, although the father was not 
affected and the mother only slightly 
affected, two sons died in childhood 
of uremia, and the third, examined 
at 18, was found to have renal im- 
pairment, significant hearing loss 
and bilateral cataract. 

Postnatal nerve deafness. The most 
frequent causes of deafness in the 
neonatal period are kernicterus from 
Rh incompatibility, and the sequelae 
of prematurity. Postnatal infections, 
primarily meningitis, mumps _ and 
measles, and perhaps pneumonia, 
whooping cough and scarlet fever, 
are important causes. Eighth nerve 
damage may also follow the admin- 
istration of certain antibiotics. 

Cretinism and deafness are com- 
monly seen in conjunction with 
goiter in endemic areas, and occa- 
sionally in nonendemic areas. The 
condition responds to massive doses 
of potassium iodide. 

How to handle the deaf child 

Up to the present, great emphasis 
has been laid on training the other 
senses in equipping the deaf child for 
life. The mother is expected to teach 
lip reading and other skills at the pre- 
school age, and this groundwork is 





continued and amplified in schools 
for the deaf. Training the parent is 
stressed as much as training the child 
in most clinics and guidance centers. 
With such a background the deaf 
child is all too often fitted for a spe- 
cial school rather than for normal 
life. The more time he spends in such 
an artificial environment, the more 
likely he is to become psychoneurotic 
and to appear mentally retarded. 
The important thing to remember 
is that residual hearing should be 
assiduously cultivated as early as 
possible. The golden period for 
learning speech extends from soon 
after birth to the third birthday. The 
infant has his greatest capacity for 
learning sound discrimination in the 
first 2 years of life, and is most effi- 
cient at coordinating speech and 
sound in his second year. The deaf 
infant is at the same disadvantage as 
others are in noisy surroundings: he 
misses the consonants. It would be 
much easier for him to understand 
sentences if he heard the consonants 
and not the vowels. The same holds 
true of written letters. If we indicate 
only the vowel sounds of a sentence, 
they convey no meaning: 
leeiiaeo,aeoaion. 
If we write the consonants instead-—

we have little difficulty in recognizing 


In the beginning was the word, 
and the word was with God. 

Small wonder that the deaf child 
takes longer to learn. Even a mod- 
erate hearing loss of the order of 
40 db. is a serious handicap. Any loss 
of over 30 db. is an indication for a 
hearing aid. Once he hears, a child 
will learn rapidly and naturally to 
supplement his hearing with lip read- 
ing. A binaural apparatus is best. 
Dr. Ciwa Griffiths (HEAR Founda- 
tion, Los Angeles) reports that 44 of 
50 infants and young children, so 
equipped, developed into perfectly 
normal individuals, and many of them 
were above average in intelligence. 

If a child cannot understand ordi- 
nary conversation at 10 feet he 
should be fitted with a hearing aid at 
the earliest possible moment, prefer- 
ably no later than his first birthday, 
and certainly no later than his second 
or third. He will learn sound discrim- 
ination and speech if he hears sounds 
young enough, loud enougn, and 
often enough. He will love his hear- 
ing aid almost from the start because 
it will put him in tune with his en- 
vironment and enable him to get his 
share of songs and stories. Griffiths’ 
infant patients refuse to be deprived 
of their aids as long as they are 
awake, and wear them from morn- 
ing to night. 

If the infant is using a hearing aid, 
the audiogram can be left until later. 

The mother need not be taught 
anything — she has only to talk.

HOUSANDS of children needlessly become deaf or 
hard of hearing in later life because standard tests 
used in schools here and throughout the U.S. do not do 
their job properly. 
This is one finding of a mass study in progress which 
is being directed by a University of Pittsburgh professor. 
The study shows that many of these children can 
be saved from later hearing problems — troubles 
which can alter one’s whole life — with changes in 
testing methods for school-age children. 


The study is supported by the American Academy of 
Ophthalmology and Otolaryngology, the National Institute 
of Neurological Diseases and Blindness and the U. S. 
Dept. of Health, Education and Welfare. 

Executive director of the project — which is soon to 
move from the local to the national level — is Dr. Eldon 


L. Eagles, associate research professor of public health 
at Pitt. 


Schools Co-operate 
Assisting in the study are Pittsburgh Public Schools. 
School officials have given Dr. Eagles the opportunity to 
test hundreds of pupils representing a socio-economic 
cross-section of the City. 
The schools, it was pointed out, are interested in im- 
proving their own techniques for the hearing tests. 
Among the important discoveries of the study, 
Dr. Eagles points out, is the fact that children of 
elementary school age are able to hear far better than 
grown-ups. 
But hearing experts have always assumed, he said, 
that youngsters had the same hearing abilities as adults.

Standards Too Low 


Therefore, standards for hearing in children have been 
far short of what they should have been. 


The result is that most hearing impairments go com- 
pletely undetected with present testing techniques. 


If these “slight” hearing impairments did not worsen, 
there would, of course, be no cause for concern since these 
children could be expected later to possess adult hearing 
ability which is good enough. 

But as both Dr. Eagles and another Pitt professor 
working on the study emphasize, these “slight” de- 
fects of childhood grow into the serious audio handi- 
caps of adulthood. 


Another worker in the study is Dr. Raymond E. 
Jordan, head of Pitt’s Dept. of Otolaryngology. Oto- 
laryngology is a dual branch of medicine which considers 
problems of the throat and ear together. 


Correction Possible 


Dr. Jordan feels that if the hearing defects can be 
detected, “the majority of them can be corrected.” 

He stressed, however, that these defects must be 
“caught early.” 

In 40 to 50 per cent of such cases, he estimates, the 
defects are not spotted because of failings in the standard 
testing methods. 

According to Dr. Eagles, the three main failings in 
standard hearing tests are: 
1—Commercially manufactured hearing measurement de- 

vices, called “audiometers,” are not good enough to 
test children.

Children Face Poor 
School Tests

2—Proper testing rooms are not provided in the school 
programs. 

38—Knowledge of the better hearing ability of children 
has been unavailable. 

In explaining, Dr. Eagles showed that the factors 
of audiometers not being sensitive enough and the 
lack of knowledge about children’s hearing are related. 

That is, he indicated, even if the superior sensitivity 
of children’s hearing had been known, the present audi- 
ometers could not measure it. 


Failure Noted 

He discovered this at the beginning of the study 
when several audiometers purchased for the project failed 
to measure accurately the hearing of youngsters. 

The devices required several trips back to the manu- 
facturer — alternated with trips to the National Bureau 
of Standards — in order to get them working properly. 

Subsequently, the devices went out of whack periodic- 
ally, so that frequent re-inspection of them was necessary. 

Audiometers used in standard testing programs, 
however, do not receive anywhere near this careful 
scrutiny and in addition are only infrequently re- 
checked. 

The answers to this problem, Dr. Eagles suggested, 
include modification by the manufacturers of the audi- 
ometers to make them more sensitive in the lower hearing 
ranges; frequent re-calibration of the devices; and the 
establishment of handy repair shops to keep them in top 
working order. 


Rooms Important 

The problem of improper testing rooms is an im- 
portant one, Dr. Eagles said. 

He commented that the noise level is far too high in 
rooms usually used for hearing tests. 

This, he indicated, makes it almost impossible to get 
accurate measurements. 

In his tests for the study, Dr. Eagles used a 
specially constructed pre-fabricated room which cuts 
noise levels way down and thus was able to get 
accurate readings. 

The importance of early detection of developing ear 
troubles becomes clear when you look at the figures for 
this affliction. 

Dr. Eagles stressed that the child need miss only a 
little of a teacher’s lecture, and, in say, mathematics, 
this little bit could hold him back a great deal because of 
the progressive complexity of the subject. 


Work Affected 

Other studies under way now, Dr. Eagles added, show 

a positive relationship between some occupational diffi- 
culties and progressive hearing loss. 

The study Dr. Eagles is directing is a project of 
the subcommittee on hearing in children of the com- 
mittee on conservation of hearing in the American 
Academy of Ophthaemology and Otolaryngology. 

He lists as the study’s objectives the following: 
1—Estimate the magnitude of the hearing problem in the 
nation. 
2—Develop standards for medical and surgical rehabilita- 
tion. 
38—Ultimately assist professional workers in improving 
programs for the hearing impaired. 
The program has a present budget of about $90,000, 
Other Pitt personnel engaged in the study include 
Dr. Isidore Altman, professor of biostatistics; Dr. Leo G. 
Doerfler, professor of audiology, and Herbert S. Lavine, 
resarch assistant. 
The study will soon move to the national level with 
testing going on throughout the U.S. Dr. Eagles will 
continue to direct the program.

EXT month the Society of Hearing Aid Audiologists 

will hold its TENTH Annual Meeting at the Hotel 
Sherman in Chicago. An excellent program has been 
planned about which you may read more in this very issue 
of Audecibel. This will be the biggest event in SHAA 
history and comes as a result of a decade of progress, edu- 
cation, and dedication by many. So that this decade may 
not prelude decadence . . I commend the following 
thoughts for your consideration. 


“Business Regulation” Disease Theatens All 


On the horizon of our “free enterprise” system a 
number of small clouds have begun to appear. They are 
there for all of us to see if we but open our eyes. In our 
industry the clamor for licensing is such a cloud, symp- 
tomatic of the disease “Business Regulation” which 
threatens us all. I certainly do not issue this plea as a 
plea for specific solutions but rather I would ask you to 
reflect carefully what these clouds may portend. 


People, business people included, are addicted to a 
popular fiction which often runs something like this: 
“We miners (grocers, harness makers, hearing aid con- 
sultants) by and large enjoy a pretty good life, which, 
with the possible exception of minor reverses, will end 
only, when all life finally must ...on Doomsday. This is 
wishful thinking. 


Thus people laud efforts which extend their feeling 
of security. In this context, the acquisition of knowledge, 
per se, is considered admirable with certain reservations. 
The reservations concern facts or theories which are held 
unsavory and which are therefore vehemently opposed or 
even denied. That is ostrich tactics. 


No world, least of all a “best of all possible worlds,” 
will ever be self-perpetuating. Civilizations and organi- 
zations within all societies are in a constant state of flux. 
They are beset by complexities and bedeviled by contra- 
dictions not clearly understood and frequently not rec- 
ognized. Only a calm appraisal of all the facts and cir- 
cumstances, whether they are pleasant news or not, will 
permit survival. Survival for Pollyannas, survival for 
ostriches, hearing aid dealers and hearing aid manufac- 
turers must not be left to blind chance. 


Apply Reason 


I plead for the application of reason rather than 
emotion. We subscribe to majority rule . . . so vote 
AFTER you have examined the trends calmly and ob- 
jectively. Self preservation demands LIGHT, NOT 
HEAT.
